Contributions of Negro to American Life 
Discussed by Speaker At Community Service 



In the pulpit of the Narberth Metho- 
dist Church stood a colored man. In 
modulated tones, with humor and in- 
telligence, he outlined some of the 
negro's contributions to American life, 
stressing in particular negro poets and 
poetry. 

He was James Weldon Johnson, 
himself an eminent negro poet, speak- 
ing at the last community service of 
the season on Palm Sunday evening. 

As the Rev. Robert E. Keighton 
pointed out in introducing Mr. John- 
son, there have been at the community 
services this year representatives of 
religions, while Sunday night's speaker 
was the representative of a race. 

Mr. Johnson toucbed briefly on the 



negro's obvious contributions to Amer- 
ica, of labor, loyalty, and on his cul- 
tural contributions of music, the spir- 
ituals and blues before getting onto his 
main theme of poetry. 

"Negro poetry," the speaker said, 
"begins with the folk poetry, the words 
to his songs. While often trite and 
repetitious, it contains something that 
satisfies the poetic spirit." 

The secular songs, "the blues," it was 
pointed out, while often comic, had 
flashes of poetry. The "Uncle Remus 
stories, likewise, are folk poetry, whose 
modern equivalent are the bedtime 
stories.

Narberth Public School Buildings to Be 

Completely Remodeled and Modernized 

Extensive Alterations, Including New Auditorium, Class 

Rooms, Unit Heating System, Included in Plans 

Approved by Board 

WILL BE FINANCED BY £55,000 BOND ISSUE 

the fact that inspection showed that 
the heating and ventilation system re- 
quired immediate renewal, at very 
heavy expense, while the replacement 
of the auditorium, which violates State 
law in many respects, was deemed im- 
perative, in the interest both of safety 
and convenience. The low cost of 
building at this time and the great need 
for employment were additional factors 
in the decision, while the present in- 
debtedness of the school district, which 
is already far below the average of dis- 
tricts of its size and assessed valua- 
tion, being only $48,000, will be still 
further reduced by the payment of 
$15,000 in outstanding bonds next Oc- 
tober 1. The improvements will be 
provided from the proceeds of a bond 
issue, for $55,000, to be floated im- 
mediately, which will cover all im- 
portant capital outlays that can be 
foreseen for several years and which 
can be carried and paid for, along with 
current expenses, out of current rev- 
enues, without any increase in the tax 
rate this year or so far as can be seen 
in the near future. When completed, 
Narberth will have a thoroughly mod- 
ern school plant, which could not be 
provided in a new building for less than 
twice the contemplated outlay. Work 
will begin in June and will be com- 
pleted before the opening of school in 
the fall. 

Boyd, Abel & Gugert, a Philadel- 
phia firm of architects, of which Victor 
D. Abel, a resident of Narberth, is a 
member, and which has had wide ex- 
perience in school construction, includ- 
ing many contracts in Haverford and 
Radnor Townships nearby, have been 
employed. Preliminary plans sub- 
mitted by Mr. Abel have been approved 
by the Hoard, following the approval

Johnson mentioned Phyllis Sweetly, the 
colored girl who was brought up in 
a New England household in the 
eighteen century and was given a Bos- 
ton education. She was, he said, the 
second woman to publish poetry 111 
America. ,. r , 

Paul Lawrence Dunbar was the Jirst 
negro poet who combined talent with 
technique. He was the first, the 
speaker pointed out. to popularize dia- 
lect poetry. 

A later school of negro poetry was 



briefly mentioned which revolted at 
the dialect poetry limited to humor and 
pathos and wrote what might be 
termed poetry of rebellion, voicing 
what the masses of the race felt. Then 
a later school arose which in turn re- 
volted against the propaganda of its 

Pr i n e his S own poetry Mr. Johnson said 
that he had gone back to the folk lore 
of his race for subject matter. He 
then read, or rather recited since he 
had no need to refer to the manu- 
script "The Creation," perhaps the 
best known of his poems in the volume. 
"God's Trombones." 

Invocation at the service was made 
by the Rev. Cletus A. Senft. pastor 
of Holy Trinity Lutheran Church; the 
psalter was read by the Rev. Samuel 
MacAdams, of the Methodist Church, 
and the scripture reading and prayer 
was by the Rev. Keighton, of the Bap- 
tist Church.

Need for Design in the Small Garden 

Is Explained at Bala-Cynwyd Garden Club 



The Gulden Club of Bala-Cynwyd 
heard a most interesting talk yesterday 
morning on "Correct Designs in the 
Small Garden," given by 1- rank A. 
Schrepfer. Mr. Schrepfer stressed the 
importance of having "design which is 
the orderlv arrangement of sizes, 
forms, colors, textures, etc.. in accord- 
ance with a predetermined scheme 
which looks toward greater usefulness 
and beauty." 

"The owners of small places." the 
speaker stated, "are usually afraid of 
the word 'design' and feel that it 
should be applied only to large estates. 
This is quite the opposite m fact, tor 
the small place really demands that 
evervthing in it be arranged in delunte 
manner. In this way relations are 
obvious. Hence in the well-planned 
small garden we have beds iollowmg 
fences and shrubs along walls, etc. 

"This formal manner for the small 
property is better than the 'naturalistic' 
effect, which is totally impossible m 
so restricted amount of space, for to 
obtain the true naturalistic effect it 
must look as though man had nothing 
to do with it. Try to achieve tins 
latter in the small garden and the 
result will be the. most unkempt 
appearance. 

"Now to explain more clearly what 
1 have termed 'design'— -this is an 
emotional impulse or stimulus trans- 
lated into form, or sound, or color, by 
virtue of analysis. Since it is the 
result of intellect, it should result m 
economies— less waste, more pleasure. 
"It is the instinct of normal people 
to seek relief from confinement of 
civilized life. At the highest point of 
the development of a period of civiliza- 
tion (Italian Renaissance, for example) 
we find a high development in gardens. 
Bacon summarizes as follows: 'Man 
has ever learned to build stately sooner 
than to garden finely; as if gardening 
were the greater perfection." " 
All World a Design 
Mr. Schrepfer went on to say that 
"all the world is a 'design.' Plant forms 
and animal forms show regular pat- 
terns of design. We understand things 
when wc can see what they are and 
what they mean. We are afraid of 
things we do not understand, i. e., 
prejudice. 

"Appreciation of good design is 
instinctive only in a few people, for 
appreciation calls for an accumulation 
of background of ideas and experiences 
which are appraised intellectually and 
appreciated emotionally. This is cul- 
ture. Studv is necessary to the develop- 
ment of "'taste.' as well as normal 
feeling for sound and colors. In nature 
a design proceeds from very simple

forms to verv complex, but always 
form and function are related. So in 
developing a small place, we have 
simple or elaborate treatment. 

And the lecturer pointed out "the 
ideal of planning or designing is to 
achieve full utility with the maximum 
beauty. The small property, for 
example, has three parts to be con- 
sidered: First, the house, garage, pave- 
ments and roadways; second, that 
portion of the property exposed to the 
public view, and lastly, that section 
which is essentially private." 

Slides Illustrate Points. 
By means of slides, Mr. Schrepfer 
illustrated these points, showing 
sketches of house, pergola, bench, 
lattice, bird bath, etc., as separate and 
distinct items. Then he showed a 
design for a small garden— 75x50— 
with all these worked into a perfect 
whole. 

These two slides clearly demon- 
strated what the speaker meant when 
he said that "for small properties, 
design will accomplish a three-fold 
economy; namely, space, cost of con- 
struction and cost of maintenance. In 
discussing the first— space— he ex- 
plained further that "the less laud we 
have, the greater need to get the 
maximum use of every portion. When 
areas are small, all or a large part is 
visible at one time. Therefore, poor 
arrangements, ugly objects and bad

I Officer Taylor Has Been 

Bad News for Bootleggers

A good man for bootleggers to be 
wary of is Officer Jimniic Taylor, a 
member of Hie department's motor- 
cycle squad. I'°r Jiminie, on more 
titan one occasion, lias proved a 
nemesis to Ibcir best laid plans. 

Twice Taylor effected tbc arrest ol 
bootleggers who bad tbeir liquors cun- 
ningly stowed away under false bot- 
toms of their automobiles. The ap- 
pearance of the ear, with the battery 
on the outside, aroused his suspicion, 
and when be was examining the driv- 
er's license card, he dropped it to the 
I ground so as to have a chance to look 
! underneath the machine. This was 
sufficient to give the trick away, and 
those drinks never saw their intended 
owners.

Taylor also intercepted a barrel of 
beer which was being nonchalantly 
conveyed in the rear of an automobile 
from Camden and destined for a Main 
Line home. Six small kegs on an- 
other occasion were discovered by him 
in the hack of a roadster. 

One incident in Jimmic's career 
which does not appear on the police 
records, since with characteristic mod- 
esty he did not report it, was the 
rescue of a little boy from under the 
wheels of an automobile. It occurred 
011 Lancaster Pike in Rosemonl short- 
ly after the beginning of school last 
fall. The youngster dashed into the 
street without looking, just as an au- 
tomobile was starling up. Taylor 
shouted at him, but that failed, so he 
made a dash to the spot and snatched 
the lad from in front of the automo- 
bile just as the. ear's wheels brushed 
him. 

The closest shave Taylor was ever 
in resulted from a wild chase down 
Lancaster Tike at 70 miles per hour 
at 11:30 at night after a speeder. The 
eight-cylinder roadster which he was 
after crashed into the rear of a car 
making a left turn into Remington 
Road, spun it around and severely in- 
jured a woman occupant. If Taylor 
had been trailing the roadster a little 
closer, or if there had been two lines 
of traffic going in tbc opposite direc- 
tion on the pike, bis chances of getting 
through without serious injury would 
have been slight, as there was no 
chance of stopping abruptly when 
going at that pace. 

Another chase Taylor recalled was 
after a big sedan which put out its 
lights when the driver saw he was be- 
ing followed, and tried to give the offi- 
cer the slip. Jimmic was then riding 



one of the two-cylinder Indians with 
one-wheel brake, which could not slow- 
up as quickly as the present machines. 
Mis quarry, going out Montgomery 
Avenue, jammed on the brakes at Pcnn 
Noad, in YVynncwood, and turned 
down Ibis street as Taylor shot by. 
My the time he could turn around, the 
speeder was turning the corner at 
Wynncwood Station. Burnt tire marks 
on the road and dust enabled Taylor 
to pick tip the trail, and it wasn't long 
before he cornered his prey in a drive- 
way. 

One time Taylor was after a hit-and- 
run driver who left his car and took 
to his heels. The chase led through 
back yards and around side streets, but 
Jimniic ran down his man at the Ilav- 
crfnnl College pond. 

James C. Taylor was born in Ard- 
more twenty-seven years ago. He at- 
tended the Township schools, and 
when still in his teens began caddying 
at the Merion Cricket Club, where he 
was later regularly employed for six 
years. During the war he worked for 
two years in the Sun Ship Yard. He 
joined the Lower Merion police force 
on April 6, 1925. and has the distinc- 
tion, shared with Officer Norman 
Brown, of being the longest time on 
a motorcycle. 

While his fellow motorcycle officer, 
Joe Crooks, lays claim to the checker 
championship of the force, Jimmy 
Taylor claims to be the golf champ. 
He often plays with his brother offi- 
cers when off duty, also numbers the 
Superintendent, lieutenants and ser- 
geants among his victims. 

Last summer Taylor gained fame as 
the winner of the "Dream Home" at 
Sixty-ninth Street. 

Jiinmie was recently re-elected a di- 
rector of the Police Pension Fund As- 
sociation, from Sergeant Wilson's 
squad. He. was married in 1927, has 
two sons, James, Jr., 3 years of age, 
and Jack, 2. His home is at 19 North 
Wyoming Avenue, Ardmore.

The abolishment of gate receipts at 
all athletic contests, shortening of 
schedules, addition of more winter 
sports, more informal dances and more 
musical entertainment and lectures 
were some of the recommendations of 
a student committee at Haverford 
College, made in connection with the 
survey of the college as it nears its 
hundredth birthday. I 

Its statement regarding athletics fol- | 
lows in part: 

"Athletics present our biggest prob- 
lem because it involves more men than 
any other department. The committee 
feels that athletics should definitely be 
used as an implement in college edu- 
cation and for that reason approves 
the policy already begun by the fac- 
ulty of adding coaches to its member- 
ship. While intercollegiate athletics 
can help the moral tone of colleges 
generally and in its proper place be an 
asset, a builder of loyalty and the spirit 
of co-operation, we are entirely in ac- 
cord with the present policy of the 
faculty in making the intellectual pur- 
pose of the college strong, effective, 
primary. For these reasons we make 
the following suggestions: 

"A. Gate receipts — Gate receipts 
should be abolished, because: They are 
a form of commercialization which is 
not in accord with the spirit of ama- 
teur sport. 

"The same amount of money can be 
raised by increased A. A. dues or by 
an endowment, which would give an 
income much more certain and depend-

able. A certain fixed income would 
enable the managers to plan the bud- 
get more effectively so that better 
schedules could be played. 

"The tendency should be toward 
shorter schedules and absolutely no 
conflicts with quarterly exams and 
comprehensive exams at present. The 
committee has studied the question ot 
associations and leagues with respect 
U, llaverfurd's position. it believes 
that associations (such as the Middle 
Atlantic A. A. for track) serve a use- 
ful purpose and are preferred, in an 
ideal athletic policy, to an organized 
league. It is felt that a tight league 
emphasizes too strongly the competi- 
tive spirit." 

The holding of more informal dances 
was cited as a method of solving the 
problem of student residence at college 
over week-ends.

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'The Prospect' Often Neglected by Books 
on Selling, Reviewer of 'Modern Selling' Finds 



By Robert F. Wood 
in one wlu) finished high school in 
the opening years of this century and 
achieved there a smattering of Latin 
and French, rudimentary mathematics 
and science, it seems passing strange 
that salesmanship is now included in 
the high school curriculum and that, 
of course, text hooks are required for 
it. That text hook demand appears to 
have been well and properly met by 
"Modern Selling," recently published 
by Prentice-Hall, of New York, and 
written by our fellow-townsman, 
Charles H. Fernald. 

To one who, regardless of the Latin 
and the French which his formal and 
now distant education provided, is, by 
force of earning his living, subjected 
to much modern salesmanship it is 
exceedingly interesting to read a book 
like Mr. Fernald's and to find nar- 
rated there the principles and prac- 
tices by which the prospect is stalked, 
treed and captured (or sold). Mr. Fer- 
nald explains all the moves and the 
clear style of his hook indicates that 
he has mastered the practices of which 
he writes. 

The hook is unusually thorough. 
More complete than this reviewer 
would have expected to find in a text 
book for secondary school use, it is, 
however, really interesting and lucid. 
There is little of the jargon of psy- 
chology and trade which some of the 
modern expositors of salesmanship, as 
a subject for academic study, have in- 
vented lor their own edification and 
for the seeming evolution of a business 
into a profession. Mr. Fernald has 
kindly presented an autographed copy 
of his hook to the Xarhertli Commu- 
nity Library where it is now available 
and forms a valuable addition to their 
collection of books on business sub- 
jects. 



Without iu the slightest degree im- 
plying any adverse reflection of Mr. 
Fernald or his hook, it is impossible 
to refrain from pointing out that "the 
Prospect" is always an important -but 
peculiarly devitalized character in all 
these books on salesmanship. It is 
unavoidable, of course. The purpose 
of the book is to teach young men how 
to sell, how to shape their personali- 
ties, their mental processes, their so : 
cial contacts, their whole lives, in fact, 
toward success as exemplified and 
profitably practiced by such great 
Americanos as Charles M. Schwab and 
Bruce Barton. 

But "the Prospect" actually is a 
very human being, frequently entrusted 
with the responsibility of spending very 
large sums of money. The total num- 
ber of such men and women is much 
less than the total number of sales- 
men. The total number of individual 
buyers, purchasing for personal and 
domestic requirements, who discharge 
those responsibilities with the exer- 
cise of strong will and sound economy, 
may also be less than the salesmen 
who seek them. But the point is that 
there are many prospects who fre- 
quently buy and seldom are sold, who 
bring to naught much of the sales- 
man's carefully-learned principles. 

The text books should give more 
thought to that peculiar species in the 
business world. They are the ones 
who arc successfully surviving this 
period of depression and it is to be 
feared that the youngsters who are 
learning salesmanship in the high | 
schools today are going to be up i 
against an entirely different set of prin- 
ciples and practices during the decade 
now opening than those which pre- 
vailed in the decade which was ushered 
in by the sainted Harding and out by 
the Great Kngineer. 
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Hedgerow Theatre to Reopen Next Week 

For Ninth Season in Renovated Quarters 



The Hedgerow Theatre in Moylan- 
Kose Valley is reopening its "play- 
house-in-the-country" for the begin- 
ning of its ninth season. While fresh 
paint enlivens the auditorium and green 
room the actors are assembling at the 
old mill for rehearsals. On Saturda> 
night. April 11, "Pinwheel" will be pre- 
sented as the inaugurating performanci 
of this new repertory series with prac-

When Hedgerow closed on January 
31 the company had played since the 
preceding March 8 204 performances 
of 31 plays, eight of which were in- 
troduced for the first time during that 
period: Shakespeare's "Othello," Ib- 
sen's "When We Dead Awake," Chia- 
relli's "The Mask and the Face," 
O'Neill's "The First Man," Synge's 
"Playboy of the Western World," Cor- 
ley's "Limelight" (first time any- 
where), Giacosa's "Like Falling 
Leaves," and Faragoh's "Pinwheel.' 
Operating on its repertory plan, 
Hedgerow revives every year the plays 
from preceding seasons and adds from 
live to ten new ones, until it now num- 
bers seventy- two productions, which 
include the works of Shaw, O'Neill. 
Milne, Shakespeare, Synge, M or ley and 
Paul Green, and twelve plays given 
their first production anywhere and 
four their first time in America. 

Following the annual custom. 
Hedgerow will celebrate its birthday 
on April 21 with a special perform- 
ance, which always brings back former 
members of the company to participate 
or visit. "Othello" last year marked 
the occasion, and for the eighth birth 



day it is planned to have ready a new 
play which will be significant both to 
the audience and in the history of the 
company. In preparation for the new 
season is a play called "Merry-go 
Round." by Mussehnan, the author ol 
"Poker Face," also a Moliere comedy 
and a Chekhov drama, besides which 
the Rose Valley company hopes to find 
several plays which have never before 
had production elsewhere.

St. Patrick's Day was celebrated just 
a fortnight ago and the pleasant flurry 
of small clay pipes, green hats and sham- 
rocks has scarcely subsided. It is, 
therefore, an appropriate occasion for 
examining a certain new book, "Tramp- 
ing Through Ireland," by John Gibbons. 
The special interest of this small vol- 
ume rests upon its freshness of view- 
point. John Gibbons is, by his own 
assertion, "an ordinary middle-aged, 
middle-class London suburban clerk. 
And until two years ago not a soul 
ever heard of me or ever wanted to." 

"Barring the war, I'd never been out 
of England and 1 hadn't any money 
and was out of work. But I did scrape 
up enough to allow myself 5/ a day 
(that's l 1 ^ dollars) and I did somehow 
scramble across France looking like a 
tramp. In fact, the French gendarm- 
erie usually took me for a Polish 
tramp. Then someone told me to write 
a book about it, and 1 did, and the 
book came off. Then the London Daily 
Express picked me up as a novelty and 
told me to try Ireland; that's what 
you've got now." 

Reading his book one gathers addi- 
tional information about John Gib- 
bons. He is adventurous, this news- 
paper correspondent. He has a most 
gracious mental attitude, and no 
prejudices worth noting. He carries 
with him, everywhere, the touchstone 
of human sympathy. So he met with 
kindliness and cheer as he chatted with 
the folk of Donegal or Connemara, and 
he found for his book material that is 
warmly alive. Just what he sought 
is thus explained: 

"Real writing, of course, I regarded 
as outside my job. There must be 
plenty of people who have written 
serious works about Ireland. And 
scenery 1 did not particularly want 
even to try. In point of fact, I was 
deliberately giving a miss to all the 
famous places. My story, I though, 
would be the little unconsidered trifles

The Main Line section has welcomed 
the appointment of Harvey J. Har- 
man as head football coach for the 
University of Pennsylvania as a de- 
serving honor paid to one of its own. 
The wide approval with which the 
sports world greeted his nomination 
was no surprise to his many friends 
who have recognized since first he 
came to coach at Haverford College in 
1922 that here was a man who would 
go far and who represented the highest 
type in athletics. 

Mr. Harman spent a few days re- 
cently conferring with his ticw asso- 
ciates at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania before returning to wind up his 
affairs at Sewance, Tennessee, where, 
for the past year, he has been football 
coach for the University of the South. 
While here, a representative from this 
paper talked with him and found him 
to he both enthusiastic and optimistic 
about his new work. That the .South- 
ern climate had agreed with him was 
apparent, as he appeared to be the pic- 
ture of health, bigger and better than 
ever. 

With conviction he spoke of his con- 
fidence of the success of the (ialcs 
plan and of his belief that he was one 
of a group of pioneers who would be 
the vanguard of an army of athletes to 
raise higher the standards of college 
athletics. He told how, with four as- 
sistant coaches for the varsity teams, 
two scrub coaches, two coaches for 
freshmen teams, and as many for intra- 
mural activities as will be required, the 
college planned to offer every student 
the advantages of football training. He 
plans, when he returns next week from 
the South, to make an intensive sur- 
vey of the college for the purpose of 
learning what hoys desire to take up 
football practice. Teams will be 
formed next fall so that each player 
may compete with others of his own 
class or ability, and as he improves he 
will he advanced as rapidly as bis mer- 
its warrant. And so as each year 
makes more perfect the system, Mr. 
Harman believes that teams that rep- 
resent the University in intercollegiate 
matches will grow stronger and -nore 
efficient. 

Only the fact that he now enters a 
broader field with its untold possibili- 
ties for service in his chosen field rec- 
onciles Mr. Harman to leaving Se- 
wance. He spoke in glowing terms of 
the Southern college, and there was no 
question that his year there had been 
more than pleasant. He spoke of the 
fighting spirit of the Southern team 
and felt confident that the coming foot- 
ball seasons would bring greater glory 
to his boys of the Southern Confcr-

But Mr. Harman also spoke of his 
happiness in returning to this section. 
His loyalty and regard for Haverford 
College were constantly evident as lie 
talked, and he recalled with a smile of 
pleasure his work with the track team 
of the Lower Merion Junior High 
School. 

In speaking of the Lower Merion 
Junior and Senior High Schools, he 
told of his months of travel that had 
taken him to practically every State ot 
the South, and he stated that nowhere 
had he found finer schools than these 
of Lower Merion. 

His talk then naturally flowed into 
a discussion of the great record ol 
Lower Morton's High School basket- 
ball team. He spoke highly of the 
players, but saved his greatest praise 
for Bill Anderson, the school basket- 
ball coach. He pointed out that here 
in miniature might lie seen a phase of 
the Gates plan. The Junior High 
School basketball team, under the able 
direction of Luther Fowler, Mr. Har- 
man stated, taught the younger boys 
the essential fundamentals of basket- 
ball technique so that when they passed 
into the Senior body, they were already 
prepared for more competitive playing. 

The pleasure that the Main Line sec- 
tion has exhibited in welcoming Mr. 
Harman back is reciprocated by him. 
He plans to continue living in his 
former home at 15 Woodbine Avenue, 
Narbcrth, hopes to keep in touch with 
the athletics of Haverford College and 
the Lower Merion High Schools as 
much as his new activities will permit.

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Narberth School Buildings 
To Be Completely Remodeled 

Continued from First I'sigrc 

of officials of the State Departments of 
Public Instruction and of Labor and 
Industry, who declared that the pro- 
posed changes were almost indispensa- 
ble for the sake of safety, as well as 
for convenience and efficiency in school 
administration. 

The plans call for provision of thir- 
teen class rooms in the old building, in 
place of eleven now provided. At pres- 
ent two class rooms can only be en- 
tered by passing through other class 
rooms; several are so long and narrow 
or so large as to hamper good educa- 
tional work; most of them do not con- 
form to present State law as to amount 
and distribution of light; none is prop- 
erly ventilated, and it is practically im- 
possible to control temperature to meet 
changes of wind and weather. In the 
remodeled building, all class rooms will 
open directly from central hallways, 
large enough to allow comfortable cir- 
culation of classes and easy supervi- 
sion at all limes. All will be of proper 
shape and size, without waste space. 
All will have adequate, well-distributed 
light and air, and temperature will be 
regulated through individual heating 
units in each room, with thermostatic 
control. Kadi class room will also have 
ventilated vanishing-door wardrobes, 
opening directly into the room; ade- 
quate, well-placed blackboards, with 
cork linoleum exhibit space above; suit- 
able bulletin boards, and indirect light- 
ing for dark days and evenings. Floors 
throughout will be of the new type 
of asphalt tile, laid in small squares, 
of neutral colors, quiet and easy to 
clean. 

Several interesting special features 
are provided in the plans. The new 
music room has a small stage lor re- 
hearsal and class recitals, with an in- 
strument storage, room. The library 
will have separate stack and work 
room. The Art Room will have an 
adequate storage closet properly 
shelved for materials. The Science 
Room will have a glass bay window for 
plant propagation and laboratory 
demonstrations. In both first and sec- 
ond-story halls, glass cases will be 
available for exhibiting students* work, 
and there will be adequate furnishing 
to accommodate visitors. A waiting 
room, secretary's office, principal's pri- 
vate office and a record vault will re- 
place the present inadequate facilities. 
A suitably furnished teachers' retiring 
room, with wardrobe and lavatory, and 
an adequate medical and emergency 
room, with waiting room and lavatory, 
will also be available. 

The present unsightly, inconvenient 
and dangerous central double stairway 
will be replaced by two stairways to 
the upper floor and two to the lower 
floor (the present basement), all open- 
ing from the sides of the hallway. One 
of the stairways will be inclosed in 
lire-resistive construction and will have 
direct outlet from the building, and 
both will be shut off from the hallways 
by wire-glass doors, to insure quiet and 
to give protection against fire, smoke 
and panic, which is now lacking. Base- 
ment stairways will give separate pro- 
vision for girls and boys, leading di- 
rectly to their respective lavatories. 

Perhaps the most striking improve- 
ments will be those that convert the 
present dark, dingy, cluttered and cut- 
up basement into an attractive, con- 
venient, accessible suite of rooms avail- 



able for community purposes, as well 
as for important parts of regular school 
work. An auditorium with a sloping 
floor, containing 300 fixed seats, some 
of them equipped with folding arms, 
for study hall use, with adequate aisles 
and exits, with a larger stage with a 
proscenium arch, and with adequate 
dressing rooms and storage space for 
stage property, is the most interesting 
feature of the plan. A wide entrance, 
leading into a roomy vestibule, from 
which the auditorium is entered from 
the rear, opens directly upon Essex 
Avenue, the grade of the grounds be- 
ing cut to afford proper approaches. 
The present auditorium, on the second 
floor, with only two entrances and 
exits, both at the front beside the 
stage, is fortunately done away with, to 
make room for comfortable and attrac- 
tive class rooms. 

At the opposite end of the building, 
on the basement or ground floor, the 
cafetaria remains, but is entirely re- 
arranged, the kitchen and counters, 
now in the center, at the most con- 
gested point of traffic, being moved to 
the north end of the room, where a 
steam table and Murage room are 
added. Tables will be provided to seat 
at least lot) children comfortably , with 
easier movement about the room and 
with possible increase of seats for spe- 
cial occasions. With auditorium, dress- 
ing rooms, lavatories and cafeteria on 
this floor, which can be shut off en- 
tirely from the rest of the building, 
excellent facilities are provided for 
community functions, without disturb- 
ing any other part of the school. This 
arrangement is attempted in all new 
school buildings, and according to the 
architects is not always as successfully 
attained as in this case. 

The woodworking shop, enlarged to 
receive all machine:., work tables, lum- 
ber rack and finishing bench, and with 
added height, is also on the lowest 
floor, and direct access to the outside 
is provided, for receipt of materials. 
The whole basement floor will be re- 
finished and adequately lighted, both 
naturally and artificially. The boiler 
room on the north side will be shut 
off from the other rooms. I'huubing 
and electric equipment throughout will 
be renewed and entirely new lislures 
installed where necessary. 

In addition to the remodeling of the 
old building, part of which dates from 
1X92 and all of which is at least twenty 
years old, necessary repairs and im- 
provements will be made in the so- 
called new building, which houses the 
primary grades. 

An additional improvement will in- 
clude an outdoor gymnasium and play- 
ground floor, to permit exercise dur- 
ing the spring months, when the regu- 
lar playground is too soft for use and 
on pleasant days throughout the year, 
at recess and in regular gymnastic 
periods. The present lack of such pro- 
vision tempts the. children to use the 
streets for games and roller skating, 
with great danger from passing auto- 
mobiles and with possible annoyance U 
pedestrians and neighbors. 

Members of the School Hoard arc 
delighted and surprised that it has been 
found possible to modernize the old 
building so completely within the pres- 
ent excellent stone walls, and thus to 
save at least half the cost of a new 
building, which otherwise would have 
been necessary in the not distant 
future.

Timely Notes for the Main Line Garden Lover 




By Robert J. Edgar. 
Hardy annuals. While many of our 
best annuals are better when sown out 
after the ground has warmed up there 
are a few that are reliably hardy and 
will withstand frost. These may be 
sown in autumn for spring flowering 
and if the beds have been cleaned up 
and prepared the seeds may be sown 
now. It so happens that most of the 
hardy annuals are difficult to transplant 
so that the seeds should be sown thinly 
to remain where they take hold. 
Among the annuals that are hardy will 
be found Annua! Larkspur, Double 
Blue Cornflower, Shirley Poppy, Es- 
cholt7.ia. China Pinks or Dianthus and 
Calendulas. The popular white edging 
alyssuin is hardy but perhaps we had 
better have the beds and borders fin- 
ished before the edging is sown. An 
animal is a plant that flowers once and 
dies. Many, however, seed themselves. 

* * * 

Early April is the time to divide 
clumps of Phlox, Delphiniums, Gail- 
lardia, Coreopsis and Pyrethrum. 
Early May to divide Chrysanthemums. 
July for Tall Bearded Irises. August 
for Primroses. September for Peonies. 

* * * 

While the Japanese beetle is still 
with us there will be very little satis- 
faction with hybrid tea roses, beautiful 
as they are. Some ardent rosarians 
continue to nurse them, cutting the 
buds before they open to save them 
from the beetle. Climbing roses are 
about over before the beetle arrives in 
late June and the same applies to 
hybrid perpetual or June roses. These 
give us all their flowers in June and 
then stop — occasionally flowering in 
October. When buying roses for 
spring planting, get pot grown plants, 
and get budded stock — not own root 
rose.;. Dormant plants, without soil, 
arc nuite satisfactory for November 
planting but for spring planting use 

pott.d plants for early flowers. 

* * * 

The Japanese beetle has a fondness 
for tine grasses such as the bent 
grasses used on golf putting greens. 
Lawns of bent grass are beautiful when 
regu'arly fed and yearly top-dressed — 
and then grub-proofed against the bee- 
tle. To fool the beetle and have a 
permanent lawn sow clover seed. The 
beetle does not fancy tbe roots of 
clover. Kentucky blue is probably the 
best companion for clover, rather slow 
to get established, but thrives under 
the same conditions as clover. 

* * * 

Tbe little early spring bulbs arc 
surely a joy. They alone are enough 
excuse for a rock garden or a prim- 
rose path under the partial shade of 
trees. First the Winter Aconite (Eran- 
this Hyemalsis, then the bluest of 
blues in Scilla Sibcrica. Next the clear 
blue and white of Chionodoxa Sarden- 
sis and Lucillea to be followed by Mus- 
cari Heavenly Blue (Grape Hyacinths). 
The species crocus varieties such as 
Siebcri, Tonimasinianus and Imperati 
belong in the rock garden, while the 
large yellow, white and purple are 



coarse in comparison. The very early 
Snowdrop (Galanthus nivalis) is prob- 
ably planted more for its earliness than 
its beauty. These little jewel bulbs are 
all hardy, will multiply in light soil 
and are available for fall planting. 
* * * 
The severe drought of last year prob- 
ably injured trees more than shallow- 
rooted plants. The trees were com- 
pelled to draw on their reserve to sur- 
vive the lack of available liquid nour- 
ishment and the effect will be notice- 
able during the coming season. Many 
trees were also partially defoliated by 
the work of the Japanese beetle. 
Weakened trees are more susceptible 
to attacks of insects and diseases but 
they can be helped to health by feed- 
ing with a real tree food properly ap- 
plied. 



Shrubs and Their Planting 

By XV. o. IIIIU)

Shrubs are one of the most impor- 
tant features of the home grounds. 
They may be used for foundation- 
planting, for screening unsightly places, 
for comer-planting, as specimen plants 
in the lawn or the border and as an 
effective background. They can also 
be used for dividing or boundary 
plantings. Shrubs are an important 
feature in the decoration of the home 
grounds and, with the possible excep- 
tion of trees, no other class of plants 
adds more to the value of the home. 
Shrubs are of the easiest culture, re- 
quiring little care, having few insect 
enemies, and lasting a lifetime if 
planted properly. Early spring plant- 
ing, when the plants arc dormant, is 
recommended. The ground should he 
prepared by incorporating ;i liberal 
quantity of well-decayed stable 
manure. This is important as the 
plants are to remain in their position 
indefinitely. Set tbe plants well down 
and trim off all broken and damaged 
roots before planting, giving a thor- 
ough soaking to fill up any air spaces 
at the roots. The choice of varieties 
is up to the individual, there bein^c a 
large number of varieties from which 
to select. 

For foundation planting the dwarfer 
varieties should be selected. These in- 
clude Deutzia, Forsythia and Japanese 
Snowball for the background and Ber- 
beris, Daphne, Spiraea and the dwarf- 
growing evergreens for the front. For 
general display the earliest to bloom 
is the Forsythia or Weeping Bell, the 
golden-yellow flowers making a fine 
display. Flowering Almond. Lilac and 
the Japan Quince are also early bloom- 
ing. Deutzia. Lonicera, Spiraea, Japan 
Snowball, Hydrangea, Philadelph.ua or 
Mock Orange. Kerria, Buddleia or 
Butterfly Bush, Callicarpa or Beauty 
Berry, Clethcra or Pepper Bush, the 
old-fashioned Sweet Shrub and the Hy- 
drangea Paniculata are anions the 
choicest of the summer and fall shrubs. 

Among the recently-introduced varie- 
ties is the new Beauty Bush, a native 
of China, which produces a mass of 
light pink, bell-shaped flowers resem- 
bling the Wegelia and Honeysuckle. 
This shrub grows six to eight feet t-ill 
and is considered one of the best. The 
Korean Spiraea is also new and pro- 
duces large clusters of white flowers, 
while the Vitex Macrophila is a hand- 
some, low-growing variety with long 
racemes of lavender-blue flowers, 
blooming from July until frost.

Need for Design

Be Fair to Plants! 

"The proper choice of plants is most 
important, for good plants put in tbe 
wrong place are not only a waste of 
money, but unfair to the plant. 

"The use of wrong materials or the 
placing of things in awkward or incon- 
venient situations is uneconomical. For 
they must be replaced, or altered, or 
not used because of inconvenience. It 
it part of esthetic concept that function 
and form are related. Charles Eliot 
states that 'What would be fair, must 
first be fit.' 

"Design or analysis of a problem 
discloses the proper materials for a 
purpose or situation which is economy. 
Materials (plant or architectural) are 
not beautiful because they are expen- 
sive nor because they arc novel or 
theatrical in form or color. They are 
beautiful when they perform their part 
of the design logically and truthfully." 

Lastly, considering tbe cost of 
upkeep of the small place, Mr. Schrcp- 
fer considers this very important. He 
says. "Lawn, trees, shrubs, flowers, 
benches, fountains, etc.. must not re- 
quire attention out of proportion to 
the part they plav in the general 
scheme. The exception would he where 
the owner has an especial thing for 
one thing — a bobby. 

Summing up. the lecturer said the 
following were the essentials in de- 
signing the small garden: 

"Unity — Everything nnir,t look as 
though it belongs exactly where it is, 
and the whole place must have the 
appearance of a single unit. 

"Scale — On proportions, this is very 
important in small places. Things too 
lame make a pkice seem small. Hence 
the small house with a huge hydrangea 
bush growing in front and close to it 
looks out of all proportion, and the 
charm of both are lost. The too small 
planting, however, would appear to be 
'miniatures.' 

"Style — We are developing on.' of 
our own. It is stupid and ugly to try 
for •French. Spanish.' or other effects. 
Better to modify these styles to suit 
the conditions we have to meet. 

"Enclosure — Privacy is an essential 
part of the garden concept. Choice of 
wall, fence, lattice or hedge depends 
upon circumstances."
